don't we find th a n in the upp’-r 
reaches of the creek, near Salem ?" 
Most of these birds are southern 
bird*,

parulu warblers 
are prabably representatives of the 
northern race. One southern bird, 
the K entuck warbler, is common all 
the way up the valley to where it 
widens out near Albany. This is 
probably the mast no rth ern point 
in the state where the bird is com ­

I races Reasons 
The reason 
for 
finding 
both 
southern and northern species in 
the low ir part of the county is this: 
both p.ants 
and 
anim als 
extend 
their ranges largely

w ater­ 
course^, and birds often dem and a 
certain tv ag of habitat. - 
All through the 
southern 
part, 
one finds the C arolina wren abund­ 
ant. and the valleys ring w ith its 
song, which is as loud and alm ost 
as varied as th at of the cardinal 
A m an with whom I 
talked 
re­ 
cently. who owns a 
sum m er cabin 
along Beaver creek, told me of a 
bird's nest with 
eggs, 
which 
he 
found in a sugar bowl when he op­ 
ened his cabin. The C arolina wrens 
are not as partial to hum an h ab ita­ 
tions as the house wrens, but th< 
absence o f the ow ner induced the 
birds to take possession. 
O ther Southern Species 
I am confident of finding other

Carolina chickadees, too busy feed­ 
ing young to confirm my Identifica­ 
tion by singing: while last sum m er 
a form flew sw iftly past me, In a 
grove of hemlocks beneath which 
m ountain laurel grew thickly, which 
I think was a black-throated blue 
warbler.
